Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 26, 28, 30, 32, 35, 38, 41, 44, 50, 53, 56, 58, 61, 64, 67, 70, 73, 76, 79, 
82 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
taken either singularity or in combination fails to anticipate or fairly suggest the 
limitations of the independent claim, in such a manner that a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 
102 or 103 would be proper. The prior art fails to teach a combination of all the claimed 
features as presented in independent claim 26, with the allowable features being 
alkylpolyetheramine having a structural unit represented by the following Formula (I) 
taken in light of the totality of the claim limitations(claims 26). Therefore claims 26, 28, 
30, 32, 35, 38, 41, 44, 50, 53, 56, 58, 61, 64, 67, 70, 73, 76, 79, 82are allowed.
